This year’s class of Central Seniors has thus far 
captured everything in sight in the way of District 
of Columbia scholarships.

interior of the building, classroom and corridor walls 
and ceilings, some of which have received no atten- 
tion since the building was opened, need repainting, 
and gymnasium and corridor floors are in serious 
need of attention. The heating and ventilating sys- 
tem, designed for automatic thermostat operation, 
no longer regulates itself, and wasted fuel and un- 
comfortable rooms often result. 

Library equipment is inadequate, while appropri- 
ations for purchase and binding of books are far 
below the needs of this very important part of the 
educational plant. Lunchroom equipment is out of 
date in character and in need of replacement because 
of usage. Insufficient lockers are available for the 
number of pupils enrolled. The stage, in spite of the 


installation of the new fireproof curtain, is far from 
being equipped in an up-to-date or adequate man- 
ner. The supply of chairs throughout the building 
is entirely inadequate for current needs. Further- 
more, educational equipment for general instruc- 
tional purposes has been only slightly augmented or 
replaced since the opening of the school. 


It is to be hoped, therefore, that in the near future 
proper steps will be taken to secure the necessary 
funds with which to rehabilitate the Central High 
School so that it may continue to be the object of 
pride and admiration on the part of the alumni and 
friends, and a continued inspiration both to the 
teachers and the pupils now in attendance, as well 
as those to come. The furthering of this end might 
well be made a main project of the Alumni Associa- 
tion for the year 1929.

Tech High School’s new gymnasium, where the 
inter-high basketball series was played, is the larg- 
est gymnasium in this section of the country. The 
only gym close to Washington, which is of greater 
dimensions, is the Palestra of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Among the novel features of the 
Tech gym are the gigantic folding doors that divide 
the gym into two sections, one to be used by the boys 
and the other by the girls. The floor is made of 
eight-inch blocks placed on end to eliminate all 
chances of warping. The floor area is large enough 
to accommodate a tennis court with seats enough 
around the sides for four thousand persons.

THE STADIUM PROBLEM 


Remember the days when Ep Wilson was living 
and the pride he took in the new pbuilding, its facil- 
ities and its stadium, how he carefully planned and 
counseled with influential alumni concerning the 
welfare of the New Central and had their support 
in many of his undertakings. What is the situation 
to-day? Let’s consider the stadium and see what is 
happening to it. It js the only field where the local 
high schools can hold their inter-high football series 
and have the advantage of an heretofore well-kept 
turf without having to pay rent. In order to have 
such a field, many sacrifices have been made by 
Central. There have been times when paseball prac- 
tice in the spring has been curtailed and even trans- 
ferred to other fields in order that the turf of the 
stadium should receive the proper care. There used 
to be a groundkeeper, Mr. Fitzgerald (“Fitz”), who 
devoted all of his time to the stadium and the 
grounds adjoining the pbuilding. At the present 
time, “Will” is the groundkeeper but is only permit- 
ted to give part time to the upkeep of the stadium. 

Last year, the stadium was turned over to the use 
of the cadets for their battalion drills. In order 
that Central’s battalions should not have an unfair 
advantage over the other schools, the latter were 
given an opportunity to drill their battalions in the 
stadium on other than the regular drill days. While 
these drills were taking place, Central’s track and 
baseball squads had to either call off practice or go 
elsewhere.

1886—Paul Henderson Cromelin, graduate of the 
business course in *g6, died at his home in Hacken- 
sack, N. J., February 92, He was a Jaw graduate 
of George Washington (LL.B. 91, LL.M. 792), and 
got some of his early pusiness experience as a teller 
in the Lincoln National Bank in this city- In 1894 
he married Miss Marie Antoinette Sohon, who sur- 
vives him, as well as three sons, 2 daughter, and 
two sisters. In 1895 he became connected with the 
Columbia Phonograph Company, handling their Ber- 
lin office for five years, and subsequently serving as 
vice-president of the company in New York. While 
jn Berlin he helped to organize the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in that city and was its first vice- 
president. In 1911-14 he was in London as British 
manager for Thomas A. Edison, Inc. He was then 
in New York, connected with several associated 
moving picture interests, particularly the Inter- 
ocean Film Company, of which he became president. 
He retired from active business about five years ago 
on account of ill health. He was president of our 
New York alumni group in 1924-25.

As editor of THE ALUMNI Record and one inte 
ested in Central's affairs I am going to undertake 
to discuss briefly the “whys” and “wherefores” af 
our Alumni Association.

“good old days,” but when interrogated as to wheth- 
er or not he or she belongs to the Alumni Associa- 
tion the answer generally is: No! Who wants to be- 
Jong to that organization. In answer to such state- 
ments (and thoughts) there is printed in this issue 
a complete list of the life members of the Associa- 
tion. Look it over and you will find many names 
associated with Central’s history, past and present. 


A surprisingly large number of marriages have 
been the culmination of friendships which were 
started at Central. To them, Central must mean 
something. Then, too, there are countless business 
associations which can trace their beginnings back 
to undergraduate days at Central. The professional 
alumnus numbers among his clientele many, who, 
for no other reason than that both have a common 
interest in Central.
